Unemployment, mass education, 
and nuclear testing also came up 
for discussion by Sir Douglas, who 
will deliver the Bcatty Memorial 
Lectures at McGill^during the next 
week. - 

"The rate of growth in North 
America is far too low— only about 
3%% when it should bo 7%", he 
said. "The reason for this is that 
there isn't enough public invest- 
ment. You are not building enough 
universities, or spending enough 
on social services and national dev- 
elopment". 

PARTNERSHIPS 
Private enterprise can't exist 
without government enterprise, 
and there should be a partnership 
of the two. "How can you drive 
cars without roads?" 

"If you arc afraid of a public 
debt, you'd better go jump in a 
lake. You can't have growtli with- 
out debt, but you can look upon a 
debt as cither an opportunity or 
an obligation." 

"Here you think government ex- 
penditure must be reckless. You 
have the silly idea that the govern- 
ment can't spend money wisely. 

"I'm not scared of increasing 
public debt. This is a world of ven- 
ture and growth, and we're going 
to make a great mistake unless wc 
grow quickly".

BIGGER MARKETS 
"Britain has the choice of living 
purposeless, on the fringe or of 
entering into a new and vigorous 
community. If she does, she will 
become more vigorous, and this 
will affect Canada, as a member of 
the Commonwealth. Canada will 
have a bigger market in tlie Eu- 
ropean Community; the British 
market alone is declining. 

"Although some adjustments 
will have to be made, Canada and 
Australia will gain more in the 
long run if Britain joins". 

Discussing education, Sir Doug- 
las, who is President of the Aus- 
tralian Administrative Staff Col- 
lege, declared that he felt small 
classes and intimate association 
with professors was vital. 

Asked about closed-circuit tele- 
vision, and its application to edu- 
cation, he said "You don't educate 
people by' a process of seduction. 
TV is" seduction. You must read 
and study and think, and have in- 
timate contact with you teachers." 
NUCLEAR TESTING 
He stated that nuclear testing 
was not as imniediate a problem 
in Australia as in Canada; how- 
ever, if he lived in the northern 
hemisphere, he said, he would not 
build a fallçut shelter. "It is a 
wjste, and an act of folly. You 
can't get away from the atmos- 
phere and live.: Thçianiiwéc^is to 



stop nuclear explosions. Otherwise 
the world is going to perish." 

Sir Douglas stressed the simila- 
rities between Canada and Austra- 
lia—both are large geographically,- 
small in population, and possess 
enormous resources." They arc the 
youngest countries in the world, 
but I think they could lead the 
Commonwealth. They should bo 
far more Intimately associated 
than they arc," he concluded. 

This year's Sir Edward Beatty 
Memorials Lectures arc on the Ge- 
neral topic "The Changing Struc- 
ture of the Western Economy".

The Convenient Ti 

Now that McGill has reached the stage of over- 
crowding which forces her to set a limit on enrollment/ 
an ln<jividual who satisfies the minimum academic 
requirements may be refused admission. This new 
policy may carry with it marked benefits. We say this, 
not because we have already been accepted and 
wish to keep thé club as exclusive as possible, but 
rather because of the segment of present students 
who are studying (sic) at this university only because 
coming here was the least painful of their post-high 
school alternatives. 

There are many factors motivating people to 
strive for higher education. Many are extremely laud- 
able. But, there are also the cases of the grade eleven 
students who, wheii faced with the horrible prospect 
of graduation removing them from their parasitic 
high-school existence, decide that a college career will 
do the least damage to their established way of life. 
They also discover that unless they make the real rea- 
sons behind their quest for a university "education" 
pulilic, their decision to continue along the academic 
paths is met with approval and encouragements. Thus 
they are quite prepared to flow along with the con- 
venient tide. 

There are those who find it impossible to adjust 
to the system, but, even they hong on until June or 
even September. The more successful members of 
the group are immediately faced with a problem t 
the university prints no list of its "snap" courses and 
they are forced to take the personal surveys. 

The admission of this form of intellectual dead 
weight to McGill and to other universities will con- 
tinue until the attitude towards institutions of higher 
learning changes. The sudden overcrowding of many 
colleges could bring about this change, for if resfric- 
tivé enrollment policies exist, thie university will no 
longer be taken for granted as the cradle which fol- 
lows high school.. 

When it is realized that admission to university 
involves more than a minimum amount of cramming 
to obtain the minimum mark, the approach of stud- 
ents will take a turn for the better. When a specific 
motric average no longer is an ironclad guarantee 
of entrance, then the level of students cannot help 
but improve. . 

The person who goes to college merely because 
he has nothing better to do, has no business setting 
foot anywhere near a university, and if excluding him 
involves selective enrollment, then we are in favour of 
selective enrollment.

The observant reader of today's Daily will notjce 
that we are featuring two full pages of pensketches. 
Those who pursue the matter fully will discover that, 
through some remarkable coincidence, they happen 
to be pensketches of the people who will be running 
for office in the SEC and Women's Union elections 
next Monday. 

These items are being run to acquaint the voters 
with the candidates. McGill elections ore not famous 
for the vast amount of publicity they generate but, 
all those who are even vaguely interested in partici- 
pating the local version of the democratic process 
could probably profit from Judicious reading of the 
pensketches. ' , 

This may be a departure from the McGill tra- 
dition of voting for the name , with the nicest ring, 
but it's time for a change.

DECISION , 

The decision, although consider- 
ed aH-embracing in its intent, will 
probably be reviewed when the 
new university's main campus for 
up to 10,000 students is establish- 
ed. Then, it is felt, York will be- 
come essentially a "commuter's 
campus", because of its rather li- 
mited residential accommodations, 
changing considerably the circum- 
stances leading to the decision. 

INFLUENCE 

The incident which may have in- 
fluenced the prohibition occurred 
in the fall of last year. The so-cal- 
led "walk around the block" con- 
cerned Bobbi Arrington, a colored 
student from St. Michaels College 
who was being rushed by Kappa 
Kappa Gamma. At the last mo- 
ment, a sorority member took her 
aside to say that her membership 
application was unacceptable, as 
she had omitted to write in the 
name of someone from her home- 
town who would "put her up". No 
such question was later discovered 
on the application form. 

In a specially prepared state- 
ment, Dr. Murray G. Ross, presi- 
dent of the new university said the 
decision reflected the unanimous 
opinion of the Students Affairs 
Committee, the Faculty Council, 
and the University Senate. The 
Board of Governors has. concurred 
in the decree, which takes effect 
immediately. çv. 



The .statement declared .that 
there was ho relatioilship between 
the university and -'the .societies, 
forbade them special .'rates in stu- 
dent publications, and abolished 
special privileges such as use of 
University property. 

The resolution made no mention 
of students who have already Join- 
ed fraternities.

Laval Conference 
Opens With Theme 
"Canada's Success" 

Quebec — The first Laval Con- 
ference on Canadian Affairs op- 
ened here last night with McGUl 
delegates, Guy Boutiilier, Mike 
Davis and Sy Stcinman assist- 
ing. 

Justice Minister Fulton open- 
ed the proceedings on the theme 
"Canada's Success or Failure". 

At the first plenary session, 
Mary Balentync, author and jour- 
nalist, and Gerard Pelletier, Ed- 
itor-in-Chief of La Presse ex- 
changed positions. The former 
expressed himself as a French 
Canadian while the latter took 
the part of an E'nglish Cana- 
dian. 

Balentync declared that French 
Canadians can only survive if 
they have the right to their 
lanfjuagc and to educate their, 
children. He reprimanded 
French Canadians who in many 
cases have abrogated French Ca- 
nadian rights. He said, "The En- 
glish Canadians drove us back 
within the confines ■ of Quebec 
and then they accused us of be- 
ing provincial." 

Pelletier reproached French 
Canadians for their patriotism 
which is generally directed only 
to French Canada and Quebec. 
English Canadians feel that the 
people of Quebec are not able 
to assume great responsibilities 
when, for example, they have so 
much corruption at home, espe- 
cially in respect to election dis- 
honesty.

Tomorrow afternoon at 1 pm the McGill Redmen, .Senior 
Canadian Intercollegiate Champions, will put their title on the 
line. McGill's opponents are the Queen's Golden Gaels, and the 
site is Richardson Memorial Stadium in Kingston. 



This marks the second conse- 
cutive year that a sudden-death 
playoff has been necessary to de- 
termine the Eastern champions, 
and the second in a row that 
the teams are McGill and Queen's. 

For those McGill's supporters 
whose memories arc not too hazy, 
it will be recalled that the Red- 
men forced this exact situation 
last year; when it was all said 
and done, the powerful Red and 
White machine had ground the 
Tricolor underfoot, running up a 
score of 21-0. 

The time is now one year later; 
the teams are the same — the 
situation is the same — the place 
is the same. But, are the teams 
of the same calibre? 

STATISTICS 
Statistically speaking, in the two 
meetings between these two clubs 
last year, in regular season's play, 
the Gaels took the first game by 
a single point, while the Red- 
men captured the second by a 
six point margin. 

Point-wise, the situation is al- 
most identical this year. Queen's 
won the first fianie by one point, 
while McGill walked off with tlie 
honours of the second match 15-7, 
an eight point spread. 

Last year Tyndall's crew, ended 
up in a first place tie with Coul- 
ter's boys, but at the end of the 
season this year, tiic Redmen were 
two points behind the league lead- 
ers, the Gaels. 

In addition, the Gaels scored 
more points on olfencejhis year 



and allowed fewer against than 
last^year, while the Redmen, on 
the other hand, had a better year 
offensively last year, but a betteir 
defensive record this year. 
FAVOURITES 
All these dry statistics might 
lead the hasty into the conclu- 
sion that the Gaels are solid fa- 
vourites tomorrow. There are, 
however, several mitigating fac- 
tors. 

First, and foremost, let us con* 
sider the quarterback slot. Turn- 
ing to the Gaels first, it is ob« 
vious that Cal Connor has had 
his best season ever this year. 
In leading his team to a 5-1 
record, Connor has compiled a re- 
cord rivalling that of Tom Sky- 
peck's of last year. 

Obviously, Connor has had a 
successful season. There are, how- 
ever, the important flaws in the 
make-up of the Gaels' quarterback. 
Firstly, Connor doesn't have the 
cool head that is so vitally im- 
portant for a pivot man. As evi- 
denced last week, Connor gets 
quite flustered when things aren't 
going quite right. 

UNADEPT 

Secondly, Connor is not as adept 
as Skypeck in spotting ;weaknesses 
in his opponents' f6i*niations and 
in capitalizing on these weaknes- 
ses. Skypeck, on the other hand, 
is a master at this art. 

Thirdly, as a passer, Skypeck 
is head and shoulders above Con- 
nor. True, Skypeck was inconsis-

Layton inumerates Enemies

'The writer In society today Is a man with a peculiar vision, v/hich it not shared by his 
contemporaries", stated Irving Loyton, professor at Sir George Williams. 



He needs eonrase and insight to 
face the disapprorâl of tlie public, 
Layton continued, giving snch ex- 
amples as Shaw, Lawrence, and 
Nietzsche, whose works have been 
persecuted by modem society. 

Layton proposed three roles 
which the writer today has to fol- 
low: (1) he must employ tricks 
and illusions to destroy iBusion; 

(2) he must use lies in order to 
uncover the truth of our lives; and 

(3) he will not accept a mechanic- 
al definition of the universe. 

ENEMIES OF WRITERS 
Layton then went on to explain 
to the audience the enendea writ- 
ers in Canada now face. The main 
enemy ia the public, ''99.899% of 
which is conventional and herd- 
like." 

Most people, he said, buy novels 
and poetry, read them and profess 
to understand them. But, he went 
on to point out, these people can- 
not be creative themselves and so 
"cannot realize the démolie and 
destructive rule of the writer's 
life." 

ANOTHER ENEMY 
The second great enemy of the 
writer of today Is the journalist, 
the reporter who considers himself 
equal, if not superior, to the poet 
in creative ability. Layton lament- 
ed the fact that the "slick, smooth 
and successful get the public eye", 
while the true writer, who because 
he represents the immoral, un- 
respectable and unconventional 
side of society, is persecuted and 
looked down on by the successful 
and conventional jouroalists. , 

Layton condemned Dr. Northrup 
Frye, professor at the University 



of Toronto, for comparing criticism 
to creativity, and for saying tliat 
the artist is dependant on the rec- 
ognition of critics, reviewers and 
University administrators for his 
work. Calling these opinions sland- 
erous, Layton said that one should 
not assume a journalist to be a 
scholar, "an educated man writing 
for other educated men." 

Layton stated the last enemy of 
the young writer in Canada to be 
the ex-poet or ex-writer, who ac- 
cepts the comfortable and secure

OTTAWA (CUP) — The National Conference of Canadian Universities and College (NCCUC)] 
ended its special three day conference today calling for an increase in per capita grants and for 
more money for various university projects and activities. 



In a four paragraph preamble, 
the NCCUC said that the represen-

Diefenbaker Rejects Plea For 
Increased University Grants 

OTTAWA (CUP) — The Prime Minister of Canada, addressing 
the National Conference of Canadian Universities and Colleges 
special meeting last night, indicated from the outset of his speech 
that he v/ould not announce any change in the per capita grants 
to the universities. 



He did make a plea for the 
NCCUC "not to become a bloc or 
pressure group. He pointed out 
that their representations were al- 
ways given worthy consideration 
by the government 

"I am most sympathetic," he as- 
serted, in referring to the needs of 
higher education in Canada, "but 
we must look at it in the light of 
the national and international si- 
tuation." The Prime Minister spent 
most of bis time describing that 
national and international situa- 
tion, which is costing Canada $62.9 
million for military forces, dvil de- 
fence and survival training. 

He spoke briefly of Royal Com- 
missions, hinting that there might 
be such a body formed to study 
the needs of higher education in 
Canada. 

The white-haired prime minister 
underlined the need for and im- 
portance of maintaining first rate 
universities and colleges. "We 
must preserve our universities," he 
asserted, "We dare not allow them 
to become second rate institu- 
tions.' 

He outlined the assistance to 
higher education which has been 
given by the Government of Cana- 
da in recent years. He noted that 
present federal aid according to 



his computations, now amounts to 
29 per cent of the total given to 

universities. 

He reminded the university rep- 
resentatives of the arrangements 
made for building university res- 
idences and the capital grants that 
are made. 

Then, he turned to federal prov- 
incial fiscal relationships. "We 
were not required to increase un- 
conditional grants to the prov- 
inces," he said, "But we realized 
the universities' situation. He said 
that unconditional grants had in- 
creased CO per cent in the last five 
years. This percentage represented 
an increase of $323 million. He 
also pointed out that conditional 
grants had increased even more. 

"I say," asserted the Prime Min- 
ister, "there is greater responsib- 
ility resting on the provinces than 
ever before."

ask for an increase in the per 
capita grant from $1.50 to $2.50, 
and that a special grant of $500 
be made by the government for 
every student registered in medi- 
cal, dental and graduate studies. 

The government is called on to 
provide a sum of $50 million for 
construction of new buildings, "to 
be distributed under a formula 
of matching grants, supervised by 
the National Research Council or 
alternatively by the Canadian Uni- 
versities Foundation." 

The NCCUC reaffirmed its be- 
lief "in value of the contribution 
of the smaller universities and 
colleges" and recommended that 
all levels of government, and pri- 
vate donors, continue to assist 
these institutions financially. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

An increase in sums now pro' 
vided for scholarships, bursaries 
and loan funds was recommended 
to private donors, local and provin- 
cial authorities. 

It was strongly recommended 
"that there be an expansion of 
assistance for overseas students, 
particularly in favor of students 
from those areas of Africa with 
insufficient provision for higher 
education."

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Too Much Kindness 

At the closing session of the Notional Conference 
of Canadian Universities and Colleges lost Wednes- 
day, a unanimous resolution was adopted calling for 
increased Federal aid to higher education along the 
lines of per capita grants, a $50 million building fund, 
and an «'extension of the governments's scholarship, 
endownment and loan programs. The same resolution 
thanked Prime Minister Diefenboker for "his em- 
phasis on the role that Canadian universities must 
ploy in our developing sense of nationalism and in 
the implementation of foreign policy. 

These tv/o clauses in the resolution are ironic 
bedfellows in view of the fact that they were adopted 
at the same session of the conference which heard 
guest-speaker Diefenboker clearly indicate that the 
prospects for increased Federal aid to education were, 
to say the least, poor. 

We realize that the quest for money involves 
being polite to the prospective philanthropist, but 
it is carrying things.a^bit too far to pass a resolution 
thanking on individual ^ who has just said that he 
will offer no help. 

The NCCUC should not have taken so respectful 
and reverent an attitude towards our Prime Minister. 
They should have pointed out that it is all very sweet 
of him to recognize the important role of universities 
in Canada, but that if these universities are to grow 
to meet the demands of higher education, they must 
be given something more than flowery phrases of 
praise. The university leaders should have noted that 
if our present federal government were realty im- 
pressed by the problems of education, they would 
include offers of concrete aid with their elaborate 
eulogies. 

Naturally, Mr. Diefenboker had a reason for the 
government's reluctance to increase assistance to 
universities. It was felt, he observed, that Federal aid 
was now substantial and it was time to consider 
the constitutional implications of this aid. 

This is an excellent excuse, but we con find no 
real basis for it in fact. After years of Federal grants 
to Canadian colleges and universities (fewer years 
in Quebec), Diefenboker is suddenly beginning Jo 
issue statements on the subject which are reminisceht 
of the late Premier Maurice Duplessis. It is noble of 
our Prime Minister to take such on objective attitude 
towards the constitution and to strive to protect pro- 
vincial autonomy. However, the provinces have shown 
that they con take care of themselves and do not 
really need a Federal watch-dog guarding their rights. 

We get the feeling that because a Federal elec- 
tion is imminent,' Diefenboker is attempting to do two 
things : to shift the blame for some of his own fail- 
ings to the provinces; to force the taxes for necessary 
government spending on the provincial governments. 
His proclamations in favour of provincial autonomy 
seem to be attempts to underline what he considers 
to be the scope of provincial responsibility. This, 
however, boils down to the responsibility for such 
unpleasant political tasks as taking special jobs, for 
which the Federal government has no great love. 

The pressing heeds of universities deserve a bet- 
ter fate than to become one of Mr. Diefenbaker's po- 
~litical footballs.

"Wc do not propose to find all 
tlie answers to all the questions; 
wc will perhaps not even ask all 
the questions that should be asked;

This essentially may be regarded 
as the statement of purpose for the 
fifth annual McGiU Conference on 
World Affairs, which will be held 
next week from November 20th> 
22nd; and in this statement may 
be reflected the timeliness of' this 
year's Conference topic,- "Russia 
and the We^t; Challenge and' Res- 
ponse. 

The theme of MCWA S did not 
emerge by chance. Rather, the de- 
cision was made delicately, and 
was based on the firm conviction 
that this issue, above all others, 
involved the interest and demand- 
ed the altenUon of every thinking 
individual. For Soviet Communism 
today, commands one-third of the 
human race as its adhérants; it" 
aims to convert the rest; and its 
rate of conversion has been great- 
er than any other comparable ideo- 
logical or political force in history. 
The question then is this : How are 
we to understand the birth and 
development of this ideology 
which has been likened to a "20th 
Century Islam" ? What is the na- 
ture of the challenge imposed by 



this ideology ? And what ihould 
be or can be the Western response 
to Communism? 

THREE PARTS 

With this in mind, the Confe- 
rence topic has been divided into 
three main parts; first, an attempt 
to move towards an understanding 
of Communism in terms of its theo- 
retical development and secular 
practices; secondly, an analysis of 
the essential nature of Commu- 
nism; and finally an Introspective 
response which must be formulat- 
ed by the West to meet this chal- 
lenge. 

The problems to be discussed by 
the keynote speakers are closely 
allied to this threefold division of 
the topic. On Monday night, Pro- 
fessor Alfred G. Meyer of Michigan 
State University will deliver the 
opening address on the topic, "The 
Theory and Practice of Commu- 
nism;" oh Tuesday night, Profes- 
sor William Y. Elliott of Harvard 
University will deliver the second 
keynote address on the topic, 
"Communism : The Nature of the 
Challenge"; and on Wednesday 
evening, Mr. Harry Schwartz, Spe- 
cialist on Soviet Affairs for the 
New York Times will deliver the 
closing address on the topic, "The 
West: How Shall we Respond". 

In addition to these three eve- 
ning Plenary Sessions at Rcdpath 
Hall, His Excellency Amasap A. 
Aroutunian, Soviet Ambassador to 
Canada will deliver an address on 
the topic, "Peaceful Coexistence 
Among States". All four keynote 
speeches are open to the public. 

The intensive discussion and de- 



bate, however, will take place in 
the course of the lenghty round 
table sessions on Tuesday and 
Wednesday. At this time the dele- 
gales will devote themselves to 
seminar-style discussions of the 
Conference topic under the direc- 
tion of Professors from McGill, and 
the University of Western Ontario 
assisted by outside technical ad- 
visers from the Department of Ex- 
ternal Affairs.

In 1057 there was a great need 
for students to come together es- 
pecially from every part of Cana- 
da, to discuss national and inter- 
national questions, Canadian fo- 
reign policy needed a critical ex- 
amination in view of various events. 
The Suez crisis had taken place 
and people were wondering whe- 
ther or not our government had 
acted wisely. The revolution in 
Hungary had likewise called into 
question Canada's role within NA- 
TO, the United Nations, the Com- 
monwealth, and with respect to 
the United States. Furthermore, 
the U.S.S.R. had achieved great 
scientific strides, exemplified by 
the launching of Sputnik 1. In 
the light of all these factors 
MCWA 1 had as its topic: "As- 
pects of Canadian Foreign Poli- 
cy", and as Its keynote speakers 
Lester B. Pearson and Dr. Hugh 
Kcenlcyside. 

TOPICAL SUBJECT 

In 1958 MCWA turned its at- 
tention to a very topical subject. 
There had been a change in gov- 
ernment in Canada necessitating 
a critical analysis of the political, 
economic, military and cultural 
aspects of Canada's relations with 
the United Stales. The basis of 
the Conference was broadened with 
the attendance of fifteen Ameri- 
can universities. The keynote 
speakers were Edgar W. Mclnnis, 
President of the Canadian Insti- 
tute of International Affairs, and 
Fr.nnk M. Coffin, a member of 
the U.S. House of ncprescntatives, 
A panel discussion, added to the 
Conference, discussed the position 
of French Canada in North Ame- 
rica. 

In 1959, MCWA, under the head- 
ing "The Problems of Underde- 



veloped ' Countries"; focusscd on 
Asia and Africa where a large 
number of. newly independent 
states were emerging into the 
world community. The speakers we- 
re the Honourable Lester B. Pear- 
son, New Zealand's Sir Leslie 
Munro, President of the 12th Ge- 
neral Assembly of the United Na- ■ 
tions, and Dr. Arthur Smithies 
of Harvard University. 

Last year MCWA felt that it 
was time to look at North Ame- 
rica with a critical eye. In the 
previous year. North Americans 
were looking at Asians and Afri- 
cans, but now they were facing 
an introspective look at North Am- 
erica. The theme was "Democra- 
cy in a Changing World : A Study 
of North American Society". Dr. 
Henry A.- Kissinger of: Harvard 
University, Professor .. Frederick 
Watkins of Yalo University, and 
Max Lerncr, all outstanding edu- 
cators and writers, delivered the 
keynote addresses to the Confe- 
rences. 

CHALLENGE AND RESPONSE 

This year MCWA 5 brings the 
wheel around 'in a complete turn 
and focusses on the complex ques- 
tion of opposed ideologies and 
world ..survival. l.Under the topic 
"Russia and the West: Chàiïengc 
and. Response'.',, student leaders 
from fifty universities in Canada 
and-the -Unitéd States, aided by 
Professor Alfred G. Meyer of Mi- 
chigan Slate University, Professor 
William Y. Elliott of Harvard Uni- 
versity. Ambassador Amasasp A. 
Aroutunian of the U.S.S.R. to Ca- 
nada, and Harry Schwartz of the 
New York Times, will spend three 
days probing what is undoubtedly 



the most crucial question of our 
times. Thus MCWA will continue 
its attempt to prepare university 
students to assume a leadership 
role in the future.

Professor Meyer has achieved 
international fame as an authority 
on Soviet Communism.

His positions at these Univer- 
sities included that of Assistant 
Director of Harvard's Russian Re- 
search Center, and Director of the 
Research Center on the History of 
the Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union at Columbia. 

A prolific writer. Professor 
Meyer has authored : "The Incom- 
patible Allies (with Gustav Hll- 
ger); "Leninism"; a paperback 
volume called "Communism"; and 
the book for which he is best 
known, "Marxism — The Unity of 
Theory and Practice". At the pre- 
sent time, the academic world is 
awaiting' his. newest book which 
will be on the Soviet political sys- 
tem. 

William Y. Elliott 

Professor Elliott has combined 
tiie careers of educator, author, 
and statesman within the confines 
of a very busy life. 

He received his A.B. and AJVI. 
degrees from Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity, a certificate from the Sor- 
bonnc in Paris, France, and a 
D.Phil, degree from Balliol Col- 
lege, Oxford University, England. 
After a brief period teaching at 
Vanderbilt and University of Cali- 
fornia, Professor Elliott came to 
Harvard where he has been a full

Professor Elliott has also edited 
the reports of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee on the "Strategy and 
Tactics of Communism" and au- 
thored "Western Political Herit- 
age" among many other volumes. 

Mr. Harry Schwartz 

Mr. Schwartz is known to a vast 
reading public as an astute observ- 
er and commentator on the world 
scene, especially where the Soviet 
Union is the topic in the spotlight. 

He is the Specialist on Soviet Af- 
fairs and a member of the Editor- 
ial Board of the New York Times. 
His lucid articles have attracted 
world-wide attention for their pen- 
etrating and unccnsorcd analyses 
of Soviet Affairs. The Russians 
themselves have given tacit ac- 
knowledgement to bis expertise by 
conferring upon him the somewhat 
dubious title; "capitalist intelli- 
gence agent".

Ambassador Aroutunian has

Before entering the diplomatic 
corps he established himself as one 
of the Soviet Union's foremost ed- 
ucators. He holds a Doctorate in 
Economics and Political Science 
from the University of Moscow and 
has written several technical vol- 
umes on these topics. 

Dr. Aroutunian is well known to 
McGill students, having visited 
McGill two years ago as the guest 
of the Debating Union. 

Before coming to Canada, Dr. 
Aroutunian attended many inter- 
national conferences, among them 
the San Francisco United Nations 
Conference in 1946 and the Paris 
Peace Conference in 1947.

This year the complex nature of 
the topic has led to the Co-Chah:- 
mcn's obtaining experts from the 
European Division of the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs, who will 
sit in on the sessions in the role 
of technical advisors. 

Although attendance at the 
Round Table sessions is limited to 
the delegates themselves, David 
Goldenblatt, Co-Chairman of MC- 
WA 5 announced Uiat plans are be- 
ing considered to diseminate re- 
ports on what was accoiiiplislicd in 
these sessions with a view to giving 
to the student body at large, a 
chance to benefit from these ses- 
sions.

HARRY SCHWARTZ 
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• Siores With "Faustus

Christopher UarJowe Doctor 
Fauilus -n'as conjured up at 
Moyse Hall last night with a 
good decree of Nephistophilian 
dazzle and alacrit>'. There was 
not a dull or tire some moment 
throughout the presentation; 
one can tell a well performed 
play 'n'hen he is able to hear the 
audience iireathcins about him 
and there is no shuffle of feet, 
and 50 it was last night. 

James Bradford playing Faus- 
tus held the audience in a necro- 
mantic Bpcn with his fine dic- 
tion, 3iis complete projection of 
himself into the role of the tor- 
mented £d)olar chosing between 
good and evil, and his forcefully 
dclix-cred speeches. It is basical- 
ly his performance that ties the 
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play together. This is not to dis- 
parage Donald Maclntyre who 
presented a vci^ sauve and finis- 
ter Mephistophils who loiows 
how to extract as much power 
and measine from his slant'Cyed 
silences as from his slick igieecb- 
es, and Is a proven expert at 
swinging his Uack cape with 
dcvUish extravagance. 

DIRECTOR 

Frank Faragoh did a fiood job 
of directing, exploiting fnlly the 
humorous possibilities of- the 
play by heavily stressing its dual 
nature, its juxtaposition of hu< 
nor and gravity. Xbe subplot, if 
that is what it can 1>e called, is 
markedly' employed to -parallel 
and even satirize the main 
theme. Unwitting and dull wit- 
ted servants arc perpetually cal- 
ling up strange demons, demand- 
ing impossible things of them — 
which emphasizes the essential 
absurdity and inevitable failure 
of the all-desiring Faustus — and 
being changed info a variety of 
animals so that the stage takes 
on the aspect of a zoo. Any play 
that carries a serious message, 
and at the same time is able to 
make the audience laugh with- 
out detracting from the main 
theme, is well worth having been 
written. But it is not always that 
this effect can he produced and 
strongly conveyed. This produc- 
tion, however, was a thorough 
success from this point of view 
and from almost <»iy other, for 
that matter.

tremely tricky thing to . do, but 
his fears proved to be unjusti- 
fied, and all went «s smooUdy as 
a slur. 

As far as the actual perform- 
ance goes, it will be running 
tiirough Saturday, and I can hon- 
estly recommend that you do at- 
tend. Good acting, good direct- 
ing, and a pretty fair plaj-wright 
still very much alive : what more 
could be desired for an evening's 
theatre?

A contlnficnt near 2,000 in strength, intoxicated with enliiusiasm 
among other things, is expected to leave Saturday morning for a 
rain-dropped invasion of the peacefui, quaint dty- of Kingston. With 
some 12,000 exuberant fans witnessing last weelt'x tlirill-paclKd brand 
of football, the above estimate of 2,000 McGillians should be a mere 
minimum. 

Needless to say, the spirit which prevailed throughout Molson 
Stadium six days ago instilled a sense of pride and unrestrained joy 
wMch up to tliis point in the season has been neither felt nor deserved. 
The spirit of the 19Ç0 Redmen is fading as the '61 team nears its peak. 

The bagpipes mourned and wailed with increasing sombreness 
(English 100 does it again) last week due mainly to the efforts of 
Skypedc, Monteith, Milligan, Lambert, the entire defensive unit, etc., 
etc. (the team). The first half of play resembled a steam-roller, 
Tom and Company being in. the driver's seat, crushing the memory 
of their 8-7 opening game loss. 

VIRTUOUS REDMEN 

Offensively,, the Redmen could do no wrong over the first 30 
minutes of play. Aside from Skypeck, who continually came up with 
the right play for the particular situation, and Monteith and &Iilligan, 
who ate up- the yardage faster than any adding machine could total it, 
the entire forward line blocked with a viciousness and degree of pre- 
cision which had hitherto been lacking. The middle of the line 
performed outstandingly, as was evident by Skypcck's continual success 
on third tiown short yardage situations. 

The contest between Skypedc and Conner became no contest. 
Conner appeared to be still learning the basic fundamentals of being 
able to smother the ball in the face of a defensive onslaught which 
became more pressing with each passing minute. 

The Redmen defensive unit reminded one of the East-West Berlin 
i)ordcr; except that instead of being simply impassible, it became 
downright agressive. The McGill pass defenders covered Queen's 
potential receivers tighter than an under-sized glove. While the rear- 
guard defended the homeland (or at least 55 yards of it) with a 
new found patriotism, the forward line harassed Conner for continual 
losses 

SECOND HALF: WHAT HAPPENED? 

The next period and a halt should not be mentioned. The Redmen 
seemed on their vmy to a complete "about-face" in contrast to that 
first half of play. The offensive backfield suddenly became inefrectiye, 
running constantly Into ted uniforms instead of gold ones. Skypeck s 
arm's physical make-up appeared, once more to turn from gold to 
bronze, as Conner fought to over-come the disgrace pi ed on him 
over the first half of play. The Rcdmcn's defensive unit withstood 
the Queens rush with a fair degree of effecUveness, although the 
glove did suddenly stretch to some extent ^ . u —.1 

The main question, however, was the offense. What had happenea 
to their potent attack? Not 'till after the game was it learned that 
Skypeck had suffered a slight concussion at the five nnnute mark 
of the third quarter, and for the next 25 minutes of play he was 
Uterally "out of U". Not only could he not recall the plays that were 
effective during the first 3fr minutes of play, ''"^ °£ten Urow bed 
actually forget the play he had called moments, earlier in the huddle. 
The result: the backs ran their assignments, the line opened the 
called-for hole, hut the ball rarely found the opening, simply because 
Skypeck was running another play. i„ 

The final minutes of play, and a conscious Sl^r^-i^» «f îî^ 
a revival of the Redmen's first half play. Their final calibre of play 
made their 15-7 victory decisively deserved.

In the last two 
games of last year, Skypeck was 
playing with a broken thumb. At 
the present, a healthy Skypeck is 
worth two Connors. 

INJURIES BETTER 

Turning our attention now to the 
rest of the McGill team we find, 
that - injury wise, the situation 
could be a little better. Eric Walter 
and Steve Longstaff will not; be 
working at peak efficiency because 
of troublesome ailments. Willie 
Lambert is bothered by bruised 
ribs, while Skypeck has not com- 
pletely shaken off tlic effects of 
last week's hard knock. 

Potentially, the Redmen defini- 
tely have the team to win. Prac- 
ieally speaking, the Red and White 
will have to have the desire for 
four quarters and not for just two 
or three. 

McGill's defensive and offensive 
units are the finest In the league 
so we are calling for a McGill 
victory. The only trouble that the 
defense encountered last week was 
with the new spread formation 
drawn up by the Gaels in the 
second half. 

DRILL 

Coulter has been drilling his 
charges all this week- on the 
Queen's offensive plays so the de- 
fense should be ready. In Blair 
Wood, Berry, and Longstaff the 
Redmen have the best set of line- 
backers 'In^thc league, while the 
lino is second to none. Deep men 
Rcimer, Maule, and Roberts may 
very well hold one of the keys 
to tomorrow's victory, but these 
are dependable men. 

The offensive unit led by the 
running of Milligan, Monteith, 
Walter and Lambert wfli spell 
another major factor, but if ends 
Taylor and Windsor can come up 
with yet another good effort, the 
Red and White will present all 
the ingrcdiants of a well balanced 
and dangerous .'attack.
